M'Nary, Leaders Confer 
McNutt, I*-decal security adminis­ 
trator, who spent the week-end at 
Hyde Park. N. Y., has said repeat­ 
edly that lie would withdraw from 
th e 1940 convention contest if Mr. 
Roosevelt sought a third term. 
Politicians generally agree that 
the farm states will be one of the 
m ajor battlegrounds in the 1940 
c.a in p a l g it. 
Republicans 
made 
m arked gains in the midwest state 
and congressional races last year. 
It was learned that Sen. McNary 
of Oregon, senate minority leader, 
bas been conferring with other p ar­ 
ty chieftian* on ideas for strong 
farm and labor planks. 
Reciprocal Program Aasailed 
McNary 
believes, like many of 
his colleagues, that the adm inistra­ 
tion's reciprocal trade program is 
detrim ental to w estern agriculture 
and should be altered or scrapped. 
W hat his alternative plan will be 
rem ains to be seen, but McNary is 
so determined to have a voice in

Rev. Miller Uses - Woman At 


The Weir For Topic Of 


Sunday Sermon 


The gospel of Jesus Christ is the 
gospel of redemption and makes 
salvation possible to the vilest of 
sinners, said Rev. Wesley A. Miller, 
pastor of the Orchard Grove Meth­ 
odist church, in a sermon Sunday 
night on the theme “The Woman 
at i he Well.” 
He outlined the antipathy that 
had grown Into hatred between the 
Jews and the Samaritans and which 
led to the surprise of the women 
accosted at the well. “The woman 
was thinking in terms of water and 
Jesus in terms of the gift of sal­ 
vation”, the minister outlined. 
“Here was a woman who had 
five divorced husbands and even 
then w-as living with a man to 
whom she was not married, yet 
Jesus was thinking of her in terms 
of what she might be. And it is this 
way that He thinks of each person 
in the world in the grace of God. 
Reached Lowest Level 
“This woman was one who had 
reached the lowest level. 
Men de­ 
spised her and women looked at 
her with contempt. 
She was hard 
and 
Indifferent, 
and 
p e r h a p s 
thought little of herself. 
Few were 
so far removed from the hope of 
salvation as she was. 
She did not 
know what Jesus was talking about 
when be referred to the ‘living wa­ 
ter’ which He could give,her. 
“But finally she saw something 
in Him that challenged her inter­ 
est 
and 
He, with 
patience, ex­ 
plained to her what God was trying 
to do for men so that this woman, 
an outcast and a degraded sinner, 
one seemingly hopeless, began to 
get from Jesus the idea of the 
things of God. 
"Jesus dealt with this woman of 
Samaria in a different manner than 
He did with Nicodemus, a man of 
culture and a member of the San- 
hedrin, to whom He declared ab­ 
ruptly, ‘You must be born again.' 
“Nicodemus had the opportunity 
of knowing spiritual things for he 
had been a leader of the Jews. But 
this woman gradually came to the 
realization that He was the Mes­ 
siah. 
Sees Him As Christ 
“Then she rushed to tell those in 
her city, ‘come see a man who told 
me all I have done. Is not this the 
Christ.' 
Thus in this woman was 
rekindled the flame and the spark 
of goodness. 
Jesus was able by 
speaking to her in simple terms to 
give her knowledge until she under­ 
stood the truth. 
“From this incident 
we learn 
that no matter how bad a man or 
woman may be in life they are not 
hopeless in the sight of God. 
“Here is revealed the marvel of 
individual recreation which means 
the possibility of salvation for souls 
that appear to be utterly lost and 
without h o p e . 
“The experience of the woman of 
Samaria at the well on this noted 
occasion serves to remind us of the 
need of the realization that Jesus 
is unconquerable,” the pastor con­ 
cluded.

In th e dark. The idea is that if a correspondent 
cain# right out and nam ed p l a c e s where w ar ac­ 
tivities w ere going on. some enem y fipger-rnan In 
the country in which the correspond! rn s stuff was 
published would figure It out. 
The enem y uses the sam e system 
with censors 
lurking about to stab the boys’ stuff to 
the h eart 
when they get careless and drop In a few n am es or 
geographical suggestions, though both sides are well 
aw*are th at so far as deception is concerned censor­ 
ship is a Joke. In other words, deception does not 
deceive. 
Each side always knows just where the o th er fel­ 
low is and what he Is doing and how he is doing 
It. The m ost detailed story by a correspondent would 
not add anything to the sum of information already 
possessed on both sides. The only reason they keep 
up censorship is that it s a good old custom, and 
m ilitary authorities hate to abandon old customs. 
I 
F a w ar correspondent tried to dateline a story 
from, say, the current headquarters of the D ry­ 
ish arm y, the name of the place would im m ediately 
be deleted and the correspondent might even get 
a severe wigging for inserting It. 
Yet th e British are well aw are that the enemy 
knows the exact location of the headquarters, and 
how m any men and how many guns are In that vi­ 
cinity. Just as the British know the location of tbt» 
enem y headquarters and the number of men and 
guns there. 
Both sides maintain elaborate intelligence dep art­ 
m ents and carry on elaborate methods of observa­ 
tion and survey. Very little is secret from them ex­ 
cept w hat the other guy Is planning to do. T hat is 
about the only place that guessing comes in. A good 
guesser Is a military genius. 
Mr. W inston Churchill did not seem to be bother­ 
ing much about befuddling the enemy In the m atter 
of location when he said the other day the British 
fleet was In the Firth of Forth and would he greatly 
obliged if the enemy would favor It with a call. 
But if a w ar correspondent bad glvpn out that loca­ 
tion bls copy would have been carved up by a censor. 
Mr. Churchill was not telling the enemy any news, 
either. T he enemy knew some time ago w here the 
British fleet was and Mr. Churchill knew they knew 
it. Still, the enemy m ay not have known of the 
welcome m at that has been spread bv the fleet. 


IN T E L L IG E N C E departm ents on both sides are per- 
1 haps much better than they were In th e World 
war. and they were p retty good then. A mouse 
scarcely could wiggle on the western front without 
both sides knowing about It. 
Correspondents were even more closely censored 
In those days than they are now, especially as to 
locations, and names of officers and men th at m ight 
identify their organizations 
But neither side had to bother looking for Infor­ 
mation from those sources. Their Intelligence sys­ 
tem s w ere too perfect. 
An American soldier w as captured bv the enem y 
one night and taken before officers of the enem y 
Intelligence department 
for questioning. 
H e said 
they treated him very nicely. 
They asked him how m any American 
soldiers 
there w ere In France, and he lied In large num bers. 
He said there were millions They n«iked him num ­ 
erous o th er questions and he answered them all 
wrong. Finally his questioners began laughing and 
one of them gave the American some Information.

To Aid National Health

CHICAGO, Nov. 20— Tho Ameri­ 
can 
Medical 
association's 
objec­ 
tives and principles relative to a 
national health program were set 
forth here in a unique eight-point 
platform. 
T rustees representing some 115,- 
000 m em ber physicians adopted the 
platform, the first of its kind in 
association history. 
Dr. N athan B. Van E tten of New 
York, president elect, said the a s­ 
sociation desired to s ta te its ob­ 
jectives in view of pending federal 
legislation. 
The platform follows: 
1.—Establishm ent of an agency

3.—The principle that the care of 
the public health and the provision 
of medical service to the sick is 
primarily a local responsibility. 
4.—The developm ent of a m ech­ 
anism for meeting the needs of ex­

needs and local control of adminis­ 
tration. 
5.—The 
extension 
of 
medical 
care for the indigent and the medi­ 
cally indigent with local determ ina­ 
tion of needs and local control of 
administration.

Actually, as much discom ­ 
fort may be caused by too much 
heat and by the neglect of other 
requirem ents of good ventilation.

about indoor w inter comfort is that 
"dry cold" is easier to endure than. 
so-called "dam p cold.” 
It is really ju st the other way 
around, lf a room feels chilly, it

skin moisture. 
Make sure that indoor air is cir­ 
culating properly.

“It is my studied judgment that 
Ohio ought to liberalize its pay­ 
ments so that skilled and semi­ 
skilled workmen and white collar 
employments might

nearly 
meet their basic family needs dur­ 
ing the maximum four-month per­ 
iod in 
which they are given a 
• hance to find other employment,” 
he said. 


$128,000,000 in Reserve Fund 
Ohio has built up a reserve fund 
of $128,Otto,OOO and it is increasing 
at a rate of $25,000,000 to $35,000,- 
OOO a year, he said, while the maxi­ 
mum indicated drain for one year 
is $35,000,000. 
There is an acute shortage of 
skilled and semi-skilled labor in 
Ohio, said W. H. De Bruin of Co­ 
lumbus In another address. 
He urged community campaigns 
for apprentice training and warned 
that “unless steps are taken at

G ood V entilation\ ital 


For W inter s Comfort 


By E L E A N O R R O SS 
x x ’INTER comfort in the home is 
\ \ 
not 
merely 
a 
matter 
of 
warmth. Actually, as much discom­ 
fort may bo caused by too much 
heat and by the neglect of other 
requirements of good ventilation. 
lf you will watch humidity, you 
will learn that a common fallacy 
about indoor winter comfort is that 
“dry cold” is easier to endure than 
so-called "damp cold.” 
It is really just the other way 
around. If a room feels chilly, it 
may he because the air is too dry 
ami, consequently, is cooling you 
too rapidly 
by evaporating your 
skin moisture. 
Make sure that indoor air is cir­ 
culating properly. While you don’t 
want strong drafts anywhere, at 
the same time there is no need for 
stagnant pools of cold air on the 
floor and superheated air above. 
And lf there are several persons 
In the room, don’t attempt to sat­ 
isfy ’em all as to temperature re­ 
quirements. It just can’t he done. 
Make the room as comfortable as 
possible and let it go at that. 
Insulation is an important point 
when 
winter 
comes. 
One 
place 
where 
insulation 
is 
not 
always 
rigidly used is the warm air ducts 
in the basement, the pipes leading 
from the furnace to the “stacks” 
or wall ducts to the upstairs room. 
If the basement Itself Is tight 
and warm, it may he better to leave 
these pipes bare, with a bright fin­ 
ish But rust or dull paint on these 
surfaces wastes heat. 
But if the basement is cold and 
drafty, the pijH>s need Insulation, 
at l e a s t a quarter-inch of asbestos 
paper covering..

edges and ripples, do not let them 
get 
soaking wet and keep them 
away from hot places. 


Improve meat broths by adding 
cheese balls which are made by 
beating stiff the whites of four 
eggs, then adding yolks, four table- 
spound finely-grated bread crumbs 
and four of parmesan cheese, and 
flavoring with salt and nutmeg.
